The quake waB recm^ed as 7.76 intensity by the Rev. Joseph Lynch of New York's Ford- 
ham university. He described it as California's "worst since the 1906 San I^ncistx) 
quake." But in terms of damage and loss of life, the Long Beach quake of 1933 was 
far worse. It killed more than 100 and caused 40 millions in damage. And iha 192S Santa 
Barbara quake killed 11 and caused 10 million loss.

underlie the widely held conviction that 
"Taft can't win," the devastating argument 
that brought him again to defeat in his third 
try for the nomination.

The Republicans are unlikely to wrest away 
control of this majorlly-^r to convince new 
voters— unless they formulate & constructive 
program that offers all Americans real hope.
